TT HE New Tango is often re- 
ferred to as “The Waltz 
: Tango” because of “the pre- 
_ dominance of old-fashioned waltz 
‘steps. Every one who wants to 
‘become a really good dancer 
‘skould know the actual steps in - 
the. old-fashioned “round waltz.” 
The tango tempo is the same as 
in the fox trot. It is danced to 
'*four-four” time. However, we' 
‘will not be concerned with tech- 
sical terms. We will use the 
simplest method of counting, that 
: of counting the actual steps taken. 
: STEPS DIVIDED. 
In the tango and fox trot, the 
‘ steps are divided into a slow and 
; quick movements. ‘The slow step 
i takes about a second and gets two 
‘beats of the music. The quick 
step is twice as fast ds a. slow 
step and is given only a half 
;second, ~. - 
To be sure that you know just 
‘how fast to walk, take out your 
watch and hold it in your hand 
while walking. Give one second 
to each slow walking step. Walk
